He hud 
degraded the majority with llie lullassur- 
ance <-n the pait of Republican members 
that if this scheme should break down 
under the judgment of a liberty-loving 
people, they would perish, like Pamsou. 
under the ruins, but if it succeeded, that 
lie alone should reap all glory. Their 
want of patriotic courage was exceeded 
only by their suicidal stupidity.

among them all had not been found a man 
with the courage of a Jackson, the pa- 
triotism of a Henry and the love of liberty 
that in-pired the fathers, who could bay:

Henderson of Iowa replied to certain 


criticisms made by Rogers upou the work 
of the session. The house had done good 
work. Much more good would have been 
done if the majority had had the patriotic 
co-operation uf the minority. If the Dem- 
ocratic members, leg.trding their oaths as 
lawmakers, had made an earnest effort to 
secure legislation the house would have 
done much more thau it had done. Hen- 
derson defended Hpeal^er K^ecl against the 
Bttack made upon him by Rogers of Ar- 
kansas. He referred to him as the mighty 
man from Maine and declared that he 
stood to-day as the towering, historic, 
grand figure of this age of legislative vic- 
tory and reform. If the people of this re- 
public did not appreciate wnat earnest- 
ness, courage and patriotism had done in 
this congress then there was no gratitude 
in the republic for loyalty to its best in- 
terests.

in the letter, which you will observe bears 
the names of two witnesses and tho name 
of the oilicmling priest, Louis Bienville. 
Shortly ntlpr the marriage my parents 
came north, K'uiuj to (j'lehpR. The writer 
says ho \\HS in lovo with my mother 
and never loi gave her marrying my father. 
He 
followed them to Quebec during 


the month of May following, and when I 
was but 3 weeks old he stole me" from the 
nurse and Uiok me to the south of Ontario 
among a community of Quakers. Hegives 
the name of the family with whom he first 
left me, bin I prefer not to mention it. 
After that ho returned to Quebec to wit- 
ness, as he snys, 'the result of his ven- 
geance,' which he says was unsatisfactory. 
He Bays lather throw himself from the 
fort and killed himself, aud he waited for 
my mother to driven to the sauiedes- 
pair, but t>ho did not yield and BOOH after 
disappeared 


I'ih I'rlvute Life. 


"He says since tlieu he has never been 


able to find her and that the 'walls ol 
gome convent ,'ilone cnuld hide her from 
his venueiiuce.' 
Ho says he has kept 


track of mo. lie says I can find no trace 
of him, but that if mother still lives she 
must know who committed the crime ol 
years ago.

What is your age, Mr. Rosairef 
"I < bought I was 27 years old, but I sei 


by this marriage certificate that 1 am a 
year younger. The writer relates one or 
two circumstances of my personal life 
known only to those interested, as, for 
instance, he related thu circumstance* of 
my marriage and divorce when I was but 
19 years old. It was u youthful folly I be 
lieved unknown. I propose now to return 
to the Michigan people and see if they 
can assist me in finding my mother.
